37th Annual AuSable Marathon 


Local acers Favored To Win Biggest Purse Ever 


Several local paddlers are expected to be among the top 
finishers in the 1984 Budweiser AuSable River Marathon — 
the 37th running of the gruelling canoe marathon. 

This year’s pro race will begin at 10 a.m. with a LeMans 


start on Michigan Avenue. They’ll run with canoes down 


Peninsular and the paddlers will jump into the AuSable in 
front of Ray’s Canoe Livery. 


IT'S THAT TIME OF YEAR — It’s Milltown Fes- 
tival time again and garb from the 1800’s is in the 
vogue.

The professional paddlers will be battling more than 14 
hours for the biggest amount of prize money ever offered 
here, a total purse of $11,500. The first place team will win 
$1,800, second place $1,300, third place $1,050, on down to 15 
places. All teams finishing within four hours of the first place 
team will be awarded prize money. 

Teams expected to share most of the top prize money in- 
clude several local paddlers. 

The top two teams favored are Brett Stockton and Tony 
Short and Solomeon Carriere racing with Butch Stockton. 

The two Stocktons (Brett is Butch’s nephew) teamed up 
successfully in 1982 and 1983 to win the AuSable Marathon. 
Their winning times of 14 hours, 38 minutes, 27 seconds in 
1982 and 14:38:36 in 1983 are the second and third fastest 
times ever recorded for the non-stop race. 

This year, Brett Stockton, of Grayling, will team with 
Tony Short, of South Branch, who has been steadily moving 
up in AuSable Marathon finishes. Short finished 7th in 1980 
with Paul Short, 5th in 1981 with Bob Welsch, 2nd in 1982 with 
John Baker, and 2nd again in 1983 with Baker. 

Brett Stockton became the youngest paddler ever to win 
the marathon in 1982 when he reached the finish line at age 
19. In his first six years of paddling the marathon Brett Stock- 
ton has earned more career marathon points than the all- 
time career leader Ralph Sawyer earned in his first six 
years, Both Sawyer and Stockton started paddling the mara- 
thon at age 15. 

Short and Stockton raced together at a four-hour race at 
Manton last week taking first place and setting a new record 
by 10 minutes. 

Butch Stockton and Carriere, 27, will be racing together 
for the first time in the AuSable Marathon. Carriere, a well- 
known Canadian paddler, raced in the AuSable once before in 
1981 with Ron Williams. They were near the leaders at 
Wakeley Bridge when their canoe turned over and they did 
not finish.

Manson Park Destiny Decided Aug. 


At the regular meeting of 
the Grayling Recreation 
Authority held Wednesday 
evening, July 18, very little 
action was taken due to the 
fact that financially, the 
Authority cannet make any 
further commitments until 
after the August 7 Millage 
election. At the present time, 
Hanson Park is almost 
totally without funds 
necessary to continue its 
operation. At Wednesday 
meeting, the 
Authority members decided 
not to elect new officers or

At that 
same meeting the contract 
the park manager was not 
renewed because there was 
not enough money to meet 
salary obligations. A pro- 
posed job description for the 
park manager was also 
tabled for a future meeting. 
Even though the park is 
technically without a 
manager, the public is 
assured that the park will 
remain open for the present 
time and that all outstanding 
contracts will be honored.

Dial-A-Ride Millage Renewal 
Guestion on August Ballot 


This is the third segment 
of a three-part interview 
with Crawford County 
Transportation § Authority 
Board Chairperson, Robert 
Chappel. The series deals 
with issues involved in the 
Dial-A-Ride millage renewal 
question which has been 
placed on the August 7 
ballot. Today’s interview 
concerns Dial-A-Ride ser- 
vices which may not be as 
well known and utilized as 
they should be. 

When asked if there was 
any particular aspect of the 
Dial-A-Ride service which 
was being under utilized, 
Chappel responded: ‘Yes. 
Even though our passenger 
count is expected to be in the 
neighborhood of 118,000 by 
the end of this calendar year, 
I believe some of the small 
auxiliary services the 
system provides have a 
great deal of room for 
growth in the future.” 

“For example, a young 
mother at home with a sick 
child is often faced with a 
dilema when it is time to 
pick up a prescription. In an 
area without Dial-A-Ride 
service she either bundles 
the child up, in spite of the 
illness, and takes the child 
with her, or she gets a baby- 
sitter to come stay with the 
child while she goes out by 
herself. For obvious reasons 


neither of these options are 
ideal. However, in our area, 
where Dial-A-Ride service is 
available, a third choice 
does exist. Dial-A-Ride can 
and will pick the prescrip- 
tion up from her pharmacist 
and deliver it straight to her 
door.” 

Chappel continued: “‘I 
know Dial-A-Ride is under 
utilized in this aspect of their 
service from conversations 
I've had with numerous 
people. They will describe a 
situation in their personal 
lives similar to this, I'll ask 
them why they didn’t use 
Dial-A-Ride, and they’ll ask: 
‘Could I have?’ Of course 
they could have. It doesn’t 
make any crucial difference 
to Dial-A-Ride if it picks up 
an individual with a pre- 
scription in their hand, or if 
it just picks up the prescrip- 
tion. The service is essen- 
tially the same.”’ 

“I believe the reason these 
services aren’t more heavily 
utilized at this time is that 
people just don’t think of 
them. As time goes on and 
the community becomes 
more accustomed to having 
the Dial-A-Ride service 
available, I am expecting a 
great deal of growth in this 
type of service utilization.” 

When asked if this type of 
auxiliary service was limit- 
ed to prescription medicines, 


Chappel said: “No. In our 
county, where there is no 
privately owned independent 
business providing this type 
of small package delivery 
service, the service falls 
within Dial-A-Ride’s char- 
ter. It doesn’t matter if the

mum of one-half of the tax 
collected will be. channeled 
into Hanson Park in an effort 
to develop the park into a 
viable economic asset to the 
community.

FOUNDATION OF 
AMERICAN LAW 


Daniel Webster once gave 
a beautiful statement of the 
basic foundation of our 
American Republic: ‘Our 
ancestors established their 
system of government on 
morality and religious senti- 
ment. Moral habits, they 
believed, cannot safely be 
trusted on any other founda- 
tion than religious principle, 
nor any government be 
secure which is not suppert- 
ed by moral habits. Living 
under the heavenly light of 
revelation, they hoped to 
find all the social 
dispositions, all the duties 
which men owe to each other 
and to society, enforced and 
performed. Whatever makes 
‘men good Christians, makes 
them good citizens.” 

Constitutional Govern- 
ment by law is based to a 
large extent upon Sir 
William Blackstone’s Com- 
mentaries on the Laws of 
England. With no written 
teaching or learning to teach 
law, Blackstone used his lec- 
ture studies at Oxford given 
in 1753 as a basis for his 
Commentaries. Blackstone 
gtounded all human laws in 
the law of God as revealed 
either in nature or in the 
Holy Scriptures. Concerning 
these foundations 
Blackstone wrote: 

“Upon these two founda- 
tions, the law of nature and 
the law of revelation, depend 
ali human laws; that is to 
say, no human laws should 
be suffered to contradict 
these. There is, it is true, a 
great number of indifferent 
points, in which both the 
divine law and the natural 
leave a man at his own liber- 
ty; but which are found 
necessary for the benefit of 
society to be restrained with- 
in certain limits. And herein 
it is that human laws have 
their greatest force and ef- 
ficacy; for, with regard to 
such points as are not indif- 
ferent, human laws are only 
declaratory of, and set in 
subordination to, the former. 
To instance in the case of 
murder: this is expressly 
forbidden by the divine, and 


demonstrably by the natural 
law; and from _ these 
prohibitions arises the true 
unlawfulness of this crime. 
Those human laws, that an- 
nex a punishment to it, do 
not at all increase its moral 
guilt, or superadd any fresh 
obligation in foro conscien- 
tiae (in the court of con- 
science) to abstain from its 
perpetration. Nay, if any 
human law should allow or 
injoin us to commit it, we are 
bound to transgress that 
human law, or else we must 
offend both the natural and 
the divine. But with regard 
to matters that are in them- 
selves indifferent, and are 
not commanded or forbidden 
by those superior laws; 
such, for instance, as export- 
ing of wood into foreign 
countries; here the inferior 
legislature has scope and 
opportunity to interpose, and 
to make that action unlawful 
which before was not so.” 
The basic foundation of 
government by law in this 
country, would require of us 
to square every law by the 
Bible and the constitution, 
repealing those which con- 
flict as offensive to God. 
Such humanistic and subjec- 
tive judgments as_ the 
Supreme Court decision to 
allow abortion is a classic 
example of such deviation 
from foundational law. It is 
offensive and contrary to 
both the laws of nature and 
the laws of God. One young 
man purchased a barrel full 
of used books which included 
Blackstone’s Commentaries 
for 50 cents, To him and his 
contemporaries, Blackstone 
and law were nearly 
synonymous terms. His 
name was Abraham Lincoln. 
America needs more 
allegiance to Bible law, and 
more Abraham Lincolns to 
serve us in government.

BOW Runaway Program of 
Northeast Michigan Com- 
munity Service Agency in 
Alpena by the Department of 
Health and Human Services 
for the purpose of developing 
a demonstration project 
which would strengthen and 
unite families.

Reuniting Families

Association only needed to validate 
67 percent of a total of 425,000 
signatures to qualify while the 
group calling for capital punishment 
filed 310,000 signatures and needed 
93 percent to qualify. 

The troopers easily qualified while 
the capital punishment question 
was denied a slot on the ballot 
because of insufficient signatures. 

With 339,556 signatures filed by 
the Voter’s Choice people, 90 per- 
cent would have to be valid to 
qualify for the November ballot. 

The Voter’s Choice amendment 
would roll all taxes back to their 
1981 levels and disallow any tax in- 
crease unless approved by the 
general public. 

The amendment would also limit 
all non-resident city income taxes to 
.5 percent, affecting the current 1.5 
percent rate on non- residents of the 
City of Detroit. 

Meanwhile, the Commission of the 
Future of Higher Education voted 
to oppose the initiative. 

James K, Robinson, chairman of 
the commission, said the initiative 
would obviously lead to a substan- 
tial decrease in state support for 
higher education. 

“At a time when a great system is 
in jeopardy, such a decrease would 
be disasterous,” he said. 

Robinson said voter approval of 
the proposed amendment would for- 
ce the curtailment and revision of 
major efforts now being considered 
by the commission to retain and en- 
hance the quality of the higher 
education system. 

He further suggested the amend- 
ment would allow a small minority

Northeast Michigan Com- 
munity Service Agency, Inc. 
is the regional administering 
agency for the Title II USDA 
Commodities Program. 
NEMCSA serves eleven 
counties through this 
program which are Alcona, 
Alpena, Arenac, Cheboygan, 
Crawford, Iosco, Mont- 
morency, Ogemaw, Oscoda, 
Otsego and Presque Isle. 
The service area currently 
has 10,550 registered house- 
holds (26,870 persons). 

In Crawford County ap- 
proximately 650 households

Not long ago I wrote about 
the Bedcats which were once 
very common around oid 
abandoned logging camps. 
The bedcat evolved from the 
association of bedbugs with 
bobcats. 

Since the nesting season 
for a very unusual bird is 
now taking place, I thought it 
would be appropriate to 
identify the source of some 
piercing calls that may be 
heard occasionaliy in the 
Tall Timber. 

The Gillygaloo is a long- 
legged, grouse-sized bird 
that reminds one of a young 
turkey if you see it on the 
ground. The neck is quite 
long and the head appears to 
have a slight crest. The pilly- 
galoo is extremely rare and 
seldom seen, but its one out- 
standing characteristic is 
that it builds a square nest in 
which is laid one to three 
square eggs. These eggs are 
a bit larger than dice and, in 
fact, were once hard-boiled 
by the shantyboys and used 
as dice. Since the yolk is per- 
fectly centered in the egg, 
the resulting dice never were 
loaded, sc an honest game of 
craps could be played. 

Since the gillygaloo is sel- 
dom seen, I suggest you 
listen for the sharp cries of 
“ouch” filtering through the 
tree tops as the birds are 
laying eggs.

_ culate and visible emissions limitations since it began 
* operating in August, 1982. 

The DNR is recommending the Weyerhaeuser Company 
enter into a consent order with the Air Pollution Control 
Commission to abate its particulate and visible emmissions 
from dryers and wood waste furnaces to comply with com- 
mission rules and all conditions under Permit to Install No. 
435-80. The consent order describes a program for Weyer- 
haeuser to study dryer, furnace, and board press operations 
to provide information for any necessary contro! equipment 
additions or operational improvements to achieve complian- 
ce with air pollution rules by August 15, 1986.
